Barrier For Senators 


Shades of last spring’s Assoc- 
iated Students presidential elec- 
tion were apparent at last Mon- 
day’s Senate meeting. 

Presidential appointees Tom 
Smith and Craig Goodman ran 
into a barrage of questions when 
it was revealed that both candi- 
dates’ grade point averages were 
below the minimum needed for 
appointment. ASSAC President 
Bert Cottle ran into the same 
blockade last year. 


Given a chance to make up an 
incomplete grade this week, 
Smith’s appointment was tabled. 
Goodman’s bid for a seat was 
turned down. 


Senators Mike Martellotti and 
Phil Murphy resigned their posts, 
both dropping school. 

Legislation providing a sign 
for the student mail boxes passed 
the Senate floor, but the bill re- 


quiring dates on the student mail 
failed to attain a majority.

Making money is big business 
at Santa Ana College. 


The bulk of the student money 
coming into the college last year 
came from five main sources in- 
cluding the cafeteria, the snack 
bar, athletics, the bookstore, and 
student body cards. 

Expenditures to run the cafe- 
teria, snack bar, bookstore, ath- 
lectics, and minor activities used 
a big chunk of the money taken 
in by these same sources. 

As an example, the bookstore 
-took in a gross amount —of 
$238,000, but after expenses, 
including salaries and supplies, 
net income was reduced ‘to 
$41,000, The cafeteria, although 
making $30,000 last year, was 
left with $2,000 after general 
operating costs were subtracted. 


SAC’s athletic program gros- 
sed $12,000 last year, but came 
up with an $8,000 profit. Rent 
of the Santa Ana Municipal 
Stadium for the five home foot- 
ball games last year came to

In the budget, 
expenses are taken care of for 
running the various student facil- 
ities and activities. 


Projected on this year’s bud- 
get, athletics is predicted to take 
in 8.2 per cent of the gross in- 
come of the student fund, but is 
expected to spend 34.2 per cent 
of the expenditures. 

Student body cards and the 
bookstore share the honors for 
projected income on the 1965- 


66 budget. The cards are expect- . 


ed to take in 48.2 per cent with 
the bookstore taking in 30.1 per 
cent. 

After athletics, on the expen- 
diture list, salaries for operating 
the various money-makers make 
up the next largest percentage 
with 16.4.
